Mrs. George Fromm 
Is Laid to Rest 


Death came to Mrs. Margaret Sturm 
fels Fromm, beloved wife of George 
Fromm, on Wednesday, the ninth of 
May, just a ttle over a month before 
her 81st. birthday. She passed from 
this world at about three o'clock in 
the morning at her home here. 

Mrs. Fromm was born in Semd, Ger 
many, and met and married George 
Fromm in the town of Darnstadt- 
Hessen, Germany, where Mr. Fromm 
was in the watchmaker’s business. 
From the day of their marriage Mrs. 
Fromm was a great help in the bus- 
iness and considered by her husband 
to be a partner in their business life 
as well as in their family affairs. 

In the year 1906 they heard the 
gospel of Jesus Christ from Latterday 
Saint missionaries and embraced that 
faith and moved to Salt Lake City 
the following year. After twelve years 
in the watchmaking business there 
the family came to Canada and set- 
tled on a farm north-east of Ray- 
mond, 

In 1927 Mr. and Mrs. Fromm were 
called to fill a mission for the Mor- 
mon Church in Germany. When Pres. 
David O. MeKay set Mrs. Fromm a- 
part for her mission he told her that 
she was the first lady missionary to 
fo into the Buropean Mission, 

While they were in Europe the 
family at home sold their acres here 
and moved to a farm in the Stirling 
District and three years after their 
return in 1929 the Fromm family moy 
ed into town to start up a business

last week while you were reading 
about the early beginnings in Ray- 
mond—the organization of the Ward 
and those first meetings held in Chas. 
McCarty’s store did you try to vis- 
ualize what the little hamlet looked 
like at that time? 

Shall I describe Raymond as my 
husband and I saw it about two weeks 
before these meetings took place, 
about which we spoke last week? 

We arrived in Stirling by train on 
October 18, 1901, where T. O. King 
my husband's brother met us in an 
open horse drawn buggy. A train ran 
through Raymond at that time- 
Narrow Gauge — but it did not re- 
gularly meet the passenger train com- 
from Great Palle to Stirling and on to 
Lethbridge. Old Timers say this little 
Narrow Guage ran through Raymond 
two or three times a week as busin- 
ess demanded and its destination was 
Spring Coulee, therefore new colonists 
were met in Stirling and went to 
Raymond by horse and buggy or wa- 
gon, 

Coming from a mountainous part of 
the country where the Rocky Moun- 
tain Range ran close by, I remember 
how the wide open spaces impressed 


the 


me. The vastness of it seemed to 
swallow me up. No trees, no fences, 
no mountain peaks; just bumpy 


roads which ran endless miles across 
I remember 
that_a lonely homesick feeling came 
over me and I didn’t think T was go- 
ing like Canada but that feeling 
left me as soon as we began meeting 


the grass covered prairie 


to 


the fine people settled here. 

As you recall, the townsite was de- 
dicated August 11th, 1901 with 
sign of a settlement here then.
